As it was half-past two p. m. before this order 
was obeyed ; we cannot escape the conclusion 
that their breakfast hour is rather late.

men of the petrified remains of a primeval 
forestin Colorado, Small specimens of such 
petrifactions were picked up by persons en- 
aged in the construction of the Pacific 
Railroad, and the opinion was then express- 
ed by most of those who saw the large speci- 
mens left on the ground, that the trees had 
undergone the action of fire to a considerable 
oxtent before petrifi gin, The oxact 
location and full particulars respecting the 
| largest collection of petrified trees that has 
yet been discovered are furnished by a cor- 
respondent of a Denver newspaper, ‘The 
place is about 53 miles from Davie and 
the trees are found principally in the banks 
of a “dry sand creek.” The banks are from 
40 to 80 foot high. A mountain torrent, 
in tearing out this gulch, has exposed por- 
tions of these trees. One tree, that has 
rolled down into the bed of the creek and 
lies there, exposed, is about sixty fect in 
length and six in diameter, It is solid 
stone, principally agate, with some opal. 
An attempt has been made to convey thence 
a portion of about six feet in length, of this 
tree, which was broken off; but the frag- 
ment Was found too heavy for conveyance, 
and still remains, the undertaking having 
been abandcned. 


Srrance Incwent,— The Auburn “News” 
says a strange incident transpired a few days 
since on the Southern Centvil. Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Pifer, a lady 107 years old and in excel- 
lent health, took the cars at Peruyille. It 
was the first time she had seen a locomotive 
and cars in her life, A delegation of curious 
people attended atthe depot to see her off.

Scenes of the War. 


AFTER A CHARGE, 


Writing from Maxwillor, where tho | 
headquarters of the Crown Prince were lo- | 
cated on Aug. 8, Mr, H, Russell says : 
We, after a time, reached the village of 
Gunsteti, the cavirons of which were the | 
scene of a desperate action between the |

ed with wounded, and pale looked 
out of the windows of the co os, | With

| The debris of knapsacks, pouches, muskets, 

shoes, fragmonis of clothing, shakos, thicl:- 

ened as We went on ; dead horses swollen to 
an enormous size, with their legs stuck up 
in the air, lay about in the fields ; and now 

we came on a dead Prussian who had fallen 
stiffas in the act of charging, and then 
came Zouaves and Turcos, mostly the lat- 
ter, in all the fantascie rigidity of death in 
battle, the f in most cases covered by 
the decent care of the counvry people with 
litile pieces of linen, which the rain had 
heaton in on the linamenis of relief. The 
burial parties were busy close at hand and 
all over the countiy, but the harvest was 
| too heavy for the reapers. 

| I have seen now many fields—and the 
more I see of them the less I like them— 
but never have I beheld a sight so extraor- 
dinary as I came on by the little streamlet, 
the Sauer, which flows by Gunsett. At an 
angle of the road, by a vine plantation, 
there had been evidently # sanguinary com- 
bat between vhe infanury ; but a little be- 
yond it lay the scene of a cavalry charge, 
the relics of which formed the strange spec- 
| tacle I am writing of. There were heaps of 
cuirasses still bright, and brass helmets 
with plumes which had been taken from 
the dead, wounded, a. 1 prisoners and piled 
at iniervals along theroad. Between these 
lay saddles, swords stick in the ground, 
horse trappings, valises with ‘‘8” and “6” 
on them, here and there single cuirasses, 
dead horses, helmets, swords, muskets— 
the ground trampled, the vines beaten 
down—pools of blood—a foul, sour smell 
everywhere ; this literally for twe miles on 
each side of the road, In the village i-self 
was a pile of thirty or forty curiasses and 
helmets, then another pile of the same, 
Further on, mixed up with these trophies 
of the hapless Cuirassiers, we came on the 
signs of disaster to a regiment of Lancers— 
staves with red and white streamers in all 
directions, lancer, shakos, saddles yalises, 
and tunics, blue laced with white. 

One would think Lancers and Cairassiers 
had all fallen together; but to whatever 
regiments lance and curiass belonged, it was 
plain they had been rovied and destroyed. 
One remarkable circumstance is this—nota 
cvirass was pierced by a bullet. TI looked 
most narrowly—others did the same, And 
yet what had been the fate of the wearers ? 
That is a problem I cannot solve, nor could 
any one else ; but is is plain that the Cuiras- 
siers were annihilated. It is said that one 
regiment charged a battery and got in 
among the guns, but was smitten by the 
infantry on the flanks with a leaden shower 
that beat them to the earth never to rise 
again—unhorsed, o. dead and wounded, the 
unhurt all taken in a few seconds As I 
said, this sort of work was visible for quite 
two miles along the road. The rain cleared 
up before noon, and that must have been 
some little relief from suffering to the woun- 
ded, who were still met in carts. There 
were some * ith faces upturned, cold and 
stiff, who cared no more for what the ele- 
ments might do, I shall dwell no longeron 
such scenes. There will, I fear, be many 
more of them, and worse. d 

NAKED TURCOS IN ACTION” 


Itis known that our soldiers were at their 
soup when they were surprised by the first 
attack of the Prussians, Most of the Tur- 
cos were at the moment bathing. The sur- 
prise was so sudden, and the call to combat 
so pressing, that some of them had hardly 
time to slip on their pantaloons, while 
many others, seizing their weapons, rushed 
quite naked into action. An African col- 
onel who heard the fact related declared 
that he had often seen Kaybles in Algeria 
fight ina nude state. Under such circum- 
stances the Turcos fought like lions, They 
precipitated themselves with an indescrible 
fury upon the Prussians, and took nine 
guns, but as they were hauling them off, 
they were crushed by grape shot, 

Both killed and wounded were literally 
cut to pieces by the Prussians, It was ow- 
ing to these horrible engines of destruction, 
and afterthese savage brutalities, that the 
enemy remained in possession of the guns, 
which the intrepidity of our too ardent 
companions in arms had captured in their 
ranks. Some companies of Turcos, and not- 
ably that in which Mr, Albert Drury, a 
volunteer, had taken service, had after this 
heroic combat, only five men left, M. 
Drury, son of the late Minister, was one of 
those miraculously preserved.

It is our melanchol: i i x 
to record the violent pes Prepon 
fellow being at the hands of a companion, 
The sad ae springing from the main 
cause of 80 much of human misery, violence 
and crime—drink. The sad event to which 
we refer occurred Inst evening at about six 
o'clock on the Chaudiere Island, and arose, 
it would seem, from a dispute between two 
workmen as to their capabilities 45 laborers, 
The unfortunate victim of the Zatal fray wan 
a French Canadian named Dubois, aman 
some fifty or fifty-five years of age, who re- 
sided on the Le Breton Flats, and who had 
been working in the piling yard of Messrs. 
Bronson, Weston & Co,, at the Chaudiore 
Tsland, The other participator in the quar- 
rel was an Irishman named Crotty, employ- 
ed in the same ca as Dubois, and a 
powerful athletic looking man, about thirty 

years of age, Both men, it would seem 
wero considerably under the inflrence of 
iquor—enough at any rate to be augmenta- 
tive and quarrelsome, and a discussion arose 
between them as to which was the more ex- 
pert at piling laths, Each was positive in 
18 opinion that he was the better man, and 
hot. words soon sprang up between them, 
Positive assertions led rapidly to tlat contra- 
dictions and ugly words, an finally Dubois 
struck Crotty. “The blow was promptly re- 
turned, andthe two men were at “once en- 
gaged in a fight. Several persons wero 
standing by, but no one apprehended any 
serious results from the encounter, and toa 
great extent the men were left to “fight it 
out.” Crotty’s statement is that Dubois was

Volunteer Camp. 


The 15th and 49th Battalions went into 
camp this morning, on the front of Sidney, 
about four miles from Belleville. The loth 
Batt. mustered at an early hour this morn- 
ing, and marched through the principal 
streets—headed by their fire Band—to the 
harf, and embarked on board the steamer 
Prince Edward, and proceeded up the bay 
to the farmof Mr. Edwin Read.

As the time approaches for the contest bo- | 
twoon the Paris Crew of St. John, N. B., 
and the ‘Lyne Crow, from England, the in 
torest in the ec hightens, The articles 
of agreement were signed on the 18th May, 
and aro as follows : 

1What they shall row a four oared race 
in the best boats each crew can get, on tho 
St. Lawrence River, at Lachine, near Mon- 
treal, Canada, on the 16th day of Soptembor, 
1870; tho distance to bo six miles, for the 
sum of Five Hundred Pounds sterling a 
side and the championship. The St. John 
Paris Crew to row without a Coxswain, and 
the Tyne Crew to have tho right of rowing 
with or without one as they may seo fit. 

2. The boats to start from Points, Buoys, 
or Line, such Point, Buoys, or Distances on 
line, to be not less than thirty yurds apart, 
and to row a distance of three miles up the 
river, where there shall be two stake boats, 
and turn atake 
being the one on its own side of starting— 
the turn to be made from left to right—and 
back to the line of starting ; such turning 
Stake Boats to be one hundred and fifty 
yards apart. 

8. The race to be rowed as above stated 
on the 15th day of September, 1870, at the 
hour of 3 o'clock, p., m., if the water is 
smooth.

Washington, Sopt, 6.

An Amsterdam telegram reports that the 
first announcement that the Prince Im- 
perial had escaped into Belgium is erroneous. 
He surrendered at Sedan with the Emperor. 
Total number of prisoners by this surrend- 
er reaches 120,000. 
Paris, Sept. 4, midnight. 
As tho proclamation of Ministers an- 
nouncing the capitulation of MeMahon's 
army and capture of the Emperor became 
known, the excitement among the people 
was indescribable, All the evening great 
crowds have occupied Place de Laconcorde, 
it being known that u stormy scene had 
taken place in the Corps Legislatif. The 
story of the capture of the Emperor was 
freely circulated, but not credited, It was 
reported that a dictatorship would be an- 
nounced, and that a secret meeting was 
being held, There was a large police force 
on the ground, but no violence. 


New York, Sept. 5. 

The Couricr des Unis this morning accepts 
surrender of Sedan as the termination of 
war and says :—Itwill be useless for the 
French to make further resistance. Sedan 
like Woerth, was lost through Failley’s in- 
competence or treachery, As for the Im- 
perial Government its fate is sealed, The 
first defeats were signals of its fall. Na- 
poleon the Third is but a phantom and his 
dynasty expires with him. What will suic- 
ceed him is the secret of the future. 


Special to the New York Telegram, Lon- 
don Sept. 5. Despatches dated Sept. 3rd, 
received in this city this morning states that 
12,000 French troops, with cannons, eagles, 
and 1,200 horses had crossed the Belgian 
frontier and laid down their arms, A de- 
mand has been made upon Montmedy for 
surrender, but refused, 

Another despatch dated Carlshue, Sept. 
8rd, states that on the previous day the 
cellers of Strasbourg had been inundated 
by the rising of the Rhine causing great 
suffering and destruction of property, The 
magnificient Cathedral is certainly partially 
destroyed. The Empress Eugene having 
received assurances from the Prussian 
Government that she will not be treated as 
a prisoner, has consented to join her hus- 
band and son who was also surrendered 
with his father at Sedan, She will leave 
for Prussia as soon as her arrangements can 
be perfected, 
Gen. Trochu will at once be made tem-

Near the Station there are some dozen or 
more houses erected, and others in process 
of erection, one a very fine brick two story 
building owned by ©. J. Starling, Esq.— 
This part of the town is improving rapidly, 
most of the employees of the Grand Trunk 
living here having built neat private resi- 
dences of their own, and new strects are 
everywhere being opened. 


Mr, Templeton is rebuilding his dwell- 
ing, nearly destroyed by fire last winter, 
and adding a large brick kitchen in rear, 
30» 24ft.

France has more 
than sufficient in the field if she could only 
use them. I musttell you that from bad 
management they are MN eerinci tits to be in 
each other's way, Perhaps you oxpect a 
letter that will evolve some system out ot 
all this confusion, I fear you ask for tof 
much. A man in line of battle where thore 
is no line, aman with an army that is not 
an army, aman with a desire to describe a

Tur Great Boar Race.—Tne Montreal 
“Gazette” of wednesday says: ‘The Tyno 
crew have now settled down to their regular 
yractice morning and evening. Yesterday, 
however the lake was extremely rough, owing 
to a strong south wind, which continued more 
or less strong during the whole day, and con- 
sequently the crew were obliged to abandon 
their intention of making their usual round of 
the course in the morning.

About 2 o'clock thy King, with his body 
guard and escort of Cuirrasiers,attended{by 
the Crown Prince and a Staff of general 
officers, proceeded to a chateau outside of 
Sedan and received the Emperor who came 
withhis personal followers and staff, incharge 
of an escort which was ranged on the other 
side of the avenue, facing Cuirrasiers. The 
King and his captive retired into the glass 
house of one of the saloons off the drawing 
room and they could be seen by the Staff 
outside engaged inan earnest dialogue, 
After the interview with the King, the Em- 
peror had a few moments conversation with 
the Crown Prince, during which he was 
much agitated when alluding to the manner 
of the King.

ANOTHER FRENCH BLUNDER, 

» This body of adyonturous Prussians split 
into two portions, the two parts leaving a 
break of a hundred yards in their We 
wero not long in perceiving the object of 
this movement, for the little white pufts from 
the crest behind the skirmishers, followed by 
a commotion in the dense French masses, 
show us that these ‘‘diables de Prussians” 
have contrived, heaven only knows how, to 
get two four pounders up the steep ground, 
and have opened fire on the French. Some- 
thing must at this point have beon very 
much mismanaged with the French infan- 
try; for, instead of attacking the Prussians 
whom they still outnumbered hy at least 
two to one,they remained in column on the 
hill, and though seeing their only hope of 
retrieving the day vanishing from 
before their eyes, still they did not 
stir. Then the French Cavaly tried to do

tried, but without the success of the im- 
mortal six hundred, who took the guns on 
which they charged. The cuirassiers came 
down once more, this time riding straight 
for the two field-pieces; but before they 
came within 200 yards of the guns, the 
Prussians formed line as if on parade, and 
waiting till those furious French horsemen 
had ridden to a point not fifty yards away, 
they fired. The volleys seemed to us to 
empty the saddles of almost the whole of 
the leading squadron. The dead so strew- 
ed the ground as to block the path of the 
squadron following, and close before them 
the direct and dangerous road they had 
meant to follow. Their dash at the guns 
became a halt. 


RETREAT OF THE FRENCH, 
When once this last effort of the French 
horse had been made and had failed—failed, 
though pushed gallantly so far as men and

swiftly back toward Sedan. It fell back 
because it saw that the chance of its carry- 
ing that fiercely-contested hill was gone, 
and saw also that the Prussians holding the 
hill were crowding it with guns so that 
their own line could not much longer be 
held facing it. Tnaninstant, as the French 
retired, the whole slope of the ground was 
covered by swarms of Prussian tirailleurs, 
who seemed to rise out of the ground, and 
push forward by help of every slight rough- 
ness or depression in the surface of the hill. 
As fast as the French went back these active 
enemies followed. After the last desperate 
charge of the French cavalry, Gen. Sheri- 
dan remarked tome that he never saw 
anything so reckless, so utterly foolish, as 
that last charge. ‘‘It was sheer murder.” 

The Prussians, after the French infantry 
fell back, advanced rapidly—so rapidly that 
the retreating squadrons of French cavalry, 
being too closely pressed, turned suddenly 
round and,charged desperately once again, 
But it was all no use. ‘The days of break- 
ing squares are over. 
soon stopped the Gallic onset. 

It struck me most extraordinary that at 
this point the French had 


NEITHER ARTILLERY NOR MITRAILLEUSES, 


especially the latter, on the field to cover 
their infantry. The position was a most 
important one, and certainly worth strain- 
ing eyery nerve to defend. One thing was 
clear enough, that the French infantry after 
once meeting the Prussians declined to try 
conclusions with them again, and that the 
cavalry were seeking to encourage them by 
their example. About 2 o'clock, still other 
re-inforcements came to the Prussians over 
this long-disputed hill between Torey and 
Sedan to support the regiments already es- 
tablished there. 


HAVOC AMONG THE BAVARIANS, 


All the time that this great conflict was 
going on under Fritz’s eyes, another was 
fought not less severe and as murderous 
for the Bavarians as the one I have at- 
tempted to describe was for the French. 
If there was a want of mitrailleuses on the 
hill above Torcy, there was certainly no 


that side there was, for more than an hour, 
one continuous roar of musketry and mi- 
trailleuses. Two Buyarian officers told me 
that the loss in their regiments was terrific, 
and that it was the mitrailleuses which 
made the havoc. 


THE FRENCH FALL BACK ON SEDAN. 


At 2.05 in the afternoon the French to- 
tally abandoned the hill between 'Torcy and 
Sedan, and fell back on the Faubourg of 
Caval, just outside the ramparts of the 
town. ‘* Now the battle is lost for the 
French, ” said General Sheridan, to the de- 
light of the Prussian officers, One would 
almost have imagined that the French had 
heard his words—they had hardly been ut- 
tered when there came a lullin the firing 
all along the line, or rather circle ; as such 
it had now become. 


BELGIAN NEUTRALITY, 


Count Bismarck chose that moment to 
come and have a talk with his English and 
American friends, I was anxious to know 
what the Federal Chancellor had done about 
the neutrality of Belgium, now threatened, 
and my curiosity was soon gratified. ‘I 
have told the Belgian Minister of War,” 
said Count Bismarck, “that so long as the 
Belgian troops o their utmost to disarm 
any number of Frenchy soldiers who may 
cross the frontier, I will strictly respect the 
neutrality of Belgium; but if, on the con- 
trary, the Belgians, cither through negli- 
gence or inability, do not disarm and cap- 
ture every man in French uniform who sets 
his foot in their country, we shall at once 
follow the enemy into neutral territory with 
our troops, considering that the French 
haye been the first to violate the Belgian 
soil. Ihave been down to havea look at 
the Belgian troops near the frontier,” added 
Count Bismarck, ‘‘and I confess they do not 
inspire me with a very high opinion of their 
martial ardor or discipline. When they 
have their great coats on, one can see a 
great deal of paletot but hardly any soldier,” 


BRAVERY OF THE BAVARIANS, 


At 3.20 the Bavarians below us not only 
contrived to get themselves inside the forti- 
fications of Sedan, but to maintain thom- 
selves here, working their way forward from 
house to house. About 4 there was a great 
fight for the possession of the ridge above 
Bazeillo, That carried, Sedan was swept 
on all sides by the Prussian cannon, This 
point of vantage was carried at 4.40. When 
carried there could no longer be a shade of 
doubt as to the ultimate fate of Sedan. 


A FLAG OF TRUCE. 


About 5 o'clock there was again a sudden 
suspension of the cannonade along the whole 
line. Many were tho speculations as to 
the cause, but nobody seomed to divine the 
truth. You must judge of our surprise 
when, five minutes later,wo saw a French 
officer escorted by two Uhlans, coming at a

“You are therefore,” said the General, 
“to return to Sedan and tell the Governor 
of tho town to report himaclf immediately 
to the King of Prussia, If ho does not ar 
rive within an hour, our guns will again 
open fire. You may tell the commandant | 
that thore is no use of his trying to obtain 
any other terms than unconditional sur- 
rend the parlementaire rode back with 
this message. When ho was fairly out of 
car-shot his mission was most eagerly can- 
vassod, 

At 6 :30 there arose a sudden cry among 
tho members of the King’s stat!—‘'Der 
Kaiser ist da !’—and thon came a loud hur- 
rah. Soon we began to look anxiously for 
the avrival of the second flag of truce. In 
ten minutes more Gen, Reilly rode up with 
a letter for the King of Prussia. 


THE BMPEROR'S SURRENDER, 


As soonas the French General was in 
sight, the slender escort of cuirassiors and 
dragoons we had with us was drawn up in 
line, two deep. Behind the King, in front 
of the escort, was the Staff, and ten yards 
in front of them again, stood his Majesty 
King William of Prussia, ready to receive 
Gen, Reilly. That officer, as We soon 
learned, was the bearer of an autograph 
letter from the Emperor Napoleon to King 
William. The Emperor of the French wrote ; 
“As I cannot die at the head of my army, I 
lay my sword at the feet of your Majesty.” 
(‘Ne pouvant pas mowir a la tete de mon 
armes je viens mattre mon epee aux piede de 
votre Majeste.” | 

Why Napoleon IIIf. could not dic, as did 
thousands of his soldiers, sword in hand, 
with his face to the foe, is not so clear, 

On receipt of this most astounding letter, 
there was a brief consultation between the 
King, the Crown Prince, who had come 
over from his hill on the arrival of the: flag 
of truce, Count Bismarck,Gen. Von Moltke, 
and General Von Roon. After a few 
minutes conversation, the King sat down 
on arush-bottomed chair, and wrote a note 
(on another chair held as a table by two

SHERIDAN CONGRATULATES BISMARCK. 


While the King was writing this note 
Count Bismarck came up to Gens. Sheridan, 
Forsyth and myself, and heartily shook 
our hands. ‘‘Let me congratulate you 
most sincerely, Count,” said Gen. Sheridan. 
“*T can only compare the surrender of Na- 
poleon to that of Gen. Lee at Appomattox 
Court House.” 

When it came my turn to grasp the Chan- 
cellor’s hand Icould not help saying, after 
I had warmly congratulated him : 

© You cannot but feel a pride, Count Bis- 
marck, in having contributed so largely to 
the winning of to-day’s victory.” 

*©Oh ! no, my dear Sir,” was the mild 
answer ; ‘‘I am no strategist, and have no- 
thing to do with the winning of battles. 
What I am proud of is that the Bavarians, 
the Saxons, and Wurtembergers haye not 
only been on our side, but haye had so 
large a share—the largest share—in the 
glory of the day ; that they are with us and 
not against us. That is my doing. I don’t 
think the French willsay now that the South 
Germans will not fight for our common 


Barley and other Crops, 
A gentleman from New York, who has been | 
travelling through Uppor Canada with a view | 
to form a correct estimate of the barley and 


other crops of the Province for 1870,reporta as 
follows: | 


On the Bay of Quinte and at Picton the bar 
loy in good in quality and color, but only about 
one-half the yield of 1 Ryo, one quarter 
¢ At Belleville, bo r 
that of 1869; quality 
oats good three-quarter 
crop of 1869; quality good; rye poor. From 
thence to Port Hope the barley crop, as to 
Yield and quality, about the samo as in the 
places. At Peterborough 
Aa Bowmanvillo the crop 
will bo only about two-thirds of 1869; color 
rathor dark, fall wheat a failure; spring whoat, 
poas and oats good. At Whitby, the barley 
crop about three-fourths that of 869, At and 
near Toronto the barley crop will not exceed 
three-fourths of the crop of 1860,and the same 
may be said of Guelph, 
14 miles from Guelph, b y 
color good. Peas and oats, heavy yield.” At 
Berlin and Waterloo, crops fair, with the ox- 
ception of fall wheat, which is light; spring 
wheat good crop. On the line of the Buffalo 
and Lake Huron Railway, from St. Mary's to 
Goderich, there is but little barley, and what 
is is badly stained. ‘Tho spring wheat is 
1 on this road, although some ficlds have 
1 injured by the midge. At London and 
vicinity the barley crop is light, abont two- 
thirds what it was in 1869; color poor being 
badly stained. At Woodstock the barley crop 
is poor, color dark; wheat also poor. At Paris 
the fall wheat is grown, from the effect of too 
much moisture during the harvest time, In 
the vicinity of Brantford there is comparative- 
ly little barley, but what there is is fair to 
medium in quality. At Galt and Ayr the 
Spring wheat is good; fall wheat poor; not 
much of latter sown, The best barley in 
Canada is to be found in the vicinity of Mam 
ilton. At Kingston and vicinity the barley 
crop is fair; oats good; no-rye. These notes 
cover a very considerable portion of Canada 
West, and are said to be a fair indication of 
the crop of barley in 1870 will be. ‘The 
Canadas produced, in 1869, about 6,000,000 
bushels, and it is belie the crop of this 
year will not much exceed 4,000,000 bushels,

When the King had written his letter he, 
himself handed it to Gen. Reilly who stood 
bareheaded to receive it—the Italian and 
Crimean medals glittering on his breast in 
the fading sunlight. Queen Victoria’s 
image and superscription have not often 
been seen on the uniforms of men surren- 
dering without conditions. 

At 7:40, Gen. Reilly left for the beleagu- 
ered town, escorted by the Uhlans. The 
duster which had served as a flag of truce 
was offered to me asa souyenir of that 
memorable day; but it had a strong resem- 
blance to other dusters and I declined the 
offered relic. 


A DRINK TO UNITED GERMANY. 


Then there was a general demand for 
something to drink, and Count Bismarck’s 
Aid-de-Camp produced two bottles of Bel- 
gian beer. One of them His Excellency 
shared with Gen. Sheridan, Gen. Forsyth, 
and myself, saying that he drank to the 
closer union of the three great Teutonic 
peoples. As soonas General Reilly was 
zone I was most anxious to be off to the 
Belgian frontier, in the hope of getting 
messages through; but Count Bismarck’s 
Aid-de-Camp assured me that it was paral 
cally impossible to go that night, and that 
I must wait till morning, and even then 
must be careful not to fall into the hands 
of stray French soldiers who were known to 
be dispersed in all directions along the Bel- 
gian frontier, and to be little better than 
bandits. So I slept at the village of Che- 
vange, a mile beyond our post, after a little 
hunting for quarters, actually getting a 
bed. 


THE IMPERIAL PRISONER, 


Next morning carly, I started for Bel- 
gium, As I rode along I suddenly came 
first on a knot of Uhlans; then on two 
lackeys in the green and gold Imperial 
livery. Directly behind them came His 
Majesty Napoleon III, in his travelling 
carriage, on his way to report himself a 
prisoner at King William’s headquarters at 

endresse, a little dirty village some eight 
miles from Sedan, 
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Danige O'ConneLy,—Wendoll Phillips, re- 
cently describing the eloquence of the great 
Irish agitator, Daniel O'Connell, spoke thus: 
—I have listened to the impressive solemnity 
of Webster, been delighted with the grace of 
Everett, dazzled with the rhetoric and logic of 
Calhoun; I have sat beneath the magnetism 
of Henry Clay; it has been my fortune to sit 
atthe feet of the great speakers of the English 
tongue on the other side. of the water; but I 
think O'Connell, lavishly gifted by naturo, 
blended into one harmonious whole the solemn- 
ity of Webster, the grace of Everett, the logic 
of Calhoun, and the magnetiam of Clay. Nature 
seems to have intondod him for the Demos- 
thenes of our epoch, She gifted him with every- 
thing that goes to make up the consummate 
tribune of the people, In the first place, he 
had a magnificent presence, impressive boar- 
ing—massive like that of Jupiter-—Webster 
himself hardly outdid him in the majesty of 
his proportions, There was something ma- 
jestio in his presence before he spoke, and h 
added to it what Webster had not—what Clay 
might have lent—grace. Litho as a boy at 
seventeen, perfect in attitude, overy gesture a 
picture, 80 natural as if no otfort, no art, no- 
thing but nature spoke all over him, Then 
he had a voice that covered the whole gamut 
He could endow the nation with the majesty 
of Burke, As I heard him once say :—“'T 
send my voice across the Atlantic, careering 
like the thunder-storm againat the breeze, to 
tell the slave holders of the Carolinas that God 
reigns, and his thunderbolts are hot, and to 
remind the bondman the morning of his ro- 
demption is already breaking.” Thon, with 
tho slightest possible Irish tongue—which is 
the pleasure of it—he would tell a story that 
would put 5,000 mon into merriment, and the 
moment after he would melt the whole of

The 
King behaved like a brute, and but for the 
intervention of the Crown Prince and 
Bismarck, the King would have had the 
Emperor shot.

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Paris, Sept. 6, eve., 

Paris last night was calm. To-day there 
are symptoms of sadness and dejection. No 
one knows what is tobe done. There is no 
fire, nospiritin the people. The cry is— 
“The Prussians are approaching !” and the 
Government is busy distributing places.

The western 
frontier will begin at Esche on the border 
of Luxembourg, flanking the river Moselle 
atabout10 miles from its western bank, 
crossing that stream at Curney, half-way 
between Metz and Pont-a-Mousson.

The officers who sign an engagment not to 
serve against Prussia during the war may 
return to their homes, the remainder to be 
sent toGermany. Many officers refuse to 
sign, preferring to share the captivity of 
their men. 


BAD FAITH OF THE FRENCH. 

On Saturday the whole force laid down 
their arms, Nota few soldiers in their 
rage broke rather than give up their arms, 
and the streets were littered with fragments 
of all kinds of weapons broken: swords, 
rifles, pistols, lancers, helmets, cuirasses, 
even mitrailleuses covered the ground ; and 
in one place where the Meuse rans throuch 
the town the heaps of such fragments chok- 
ed the stream and rose above the suriace. 
The mud of the streets was black with gun- 
ele The horses had been tied to the 

jouses and gun-carriages, but nobody re- 
membered to feed or water them, and in 
the frenzy of hunger and thirst they broke 
loose and ran wild through the town,— 
Whoever liked might have a horse—even 
officers’ horses which were private property 
—for the trouble of catching them. 


EMDTYING THE MONEY CHEST. 


When the Prussians came into the town 
they were very sore and angry at the sight 
of all this destruction and waste. What 
must have nee them still less, was the 
state in which they found the military 
chest. Assoonas the surrender was re- 
solved on, the French officers were told to 
make out the best accounts they covld, 

resent them, and receive pay .nent.— 

aturally, the statements thus brought in 
soon proved sufficient to empty the treasury. 
I know of officers who demanded and re- 
ceived payment for horses that were not 
killed and baggage which had not been lost. 
Demoralization showed itself in every way. 
Even the standards were burned or buried, 
an act of bad faith not to be palliated even 
by the grief and rage of a beaten army. 

GEN, DE FAILY, 


‘Their rage is-greater against no one that 
Gen. De Failly.

On Friday, a 
great multitude of soldiers gathered before 
the house, the doors of which were closed, 
demanding Gen. De Failly with such shouts

T have followed McMahon from the day 
when I found him reorganizing his army at 
Chalons to the fatal day at Sedan, when he

In his hasty departure he forgot 
his private papers, some of which fel 
into the hands of the euemy, ; chiefly these 
were of.Jittle account, but several confi- 
dential letters of the good Bishop Tache, 
couched in the familiar language of an 


intimate friend, were evidently not intend- 
ed to come before the public, and the 
Bishop cannot feel flattered at the denoue- 
ment. For instance, it was not known 
that the diplomatic agent of Canada was 
treating with a rebel against British au- 
thority in the manner that these letters 
reveal, The Canadian Government were 
not understood to acknowledge Riel the 
“President” of the North-west territory, 
and were not known to consult that usur- 
per as to their course of conduct. Bishop 
Tache didso treat with him, at the same 
time keeping him posted, rather afver the 
manner of a secret agent than as a repre- 
sentative of our Government, leaving him 
open, in full possession of facts, to oppose 
Col. Wolseley with force, or decamp on 
his approach, notwithstanding the Bishop 
must have been aware that warrants were 
out for the arrest of his friend.

A New Diving Apparatus. 


WONDERFUL INVENTION. 

A trial was recently made in Paris of a 
boat contrived in imitation of a fish for the 
use of divers, It is modelled upon the 
cachalot, a species of whale, is about fifteen 
feet long, and is covered on the sides with 
the skin of the animal it represents, thus giv- 
ing abundant space for a man to lie down 
inside. The mechanism for the play of the 
finsand tail is very simple and ingenius. 

The displacement of the water has been 
calculated with such nicety as to make the 
locomotion as easy as possible, and the 
navigator, stretehed to his full length on 
the bottom, can—thanks to the disposition 
of the apparatus—assume a decending, as- 
cending or direct course at pleasure, with- 
out the slightest fatigue or straining. Two 
pieces of glass substituted for eyes, give 
him the necessary light to shape his course 
in the transparent element, where he can 
disport himself with the ease and swiftness 
of a veritable fish. 

In case of accident from the stoppage of 
air, a long tube of guttapercha floats upon 
the surface, communicating with the in- 
terior. This precaution is, however, 
scarcely necessary, as the supply ofair can 
be renewed each time on coming to the 
surface, by means of a pipe opening into 
the mouth and body.

ing asharp curve, runs again in a souther- 
ly course, near parallel to the northerly 
sweep aboye. The country around, within 
the course of the Seino, is undulating, or 
hilly ; the hills vary in their height from 
about 450 feet to various levels above the 
river. The most noticeable of them, as 
they comprised within the defences of the 
city, are the hills of St. Denis, about two 
miles and a half north of the fortifications 
that enclose the city, and Mount Valerien, 
on the west, which lies about the same dis- 
tance from them. The Bois de Boulogne, 
which lies on the space comprised in the 
bend of the Seine, on the west and-south of 
Paris, is traversed, nearly midway north 
and south, by the line of fortifications. 
The Bois de Vincennes, on the cast of the 
city, lies outside of the fortified line, exten- 
ding about three miles east of it, and two 
miles north of the Marne. P 
The city proper is inclosed by a continu- 
ous line of bastoned fronts, each front 
nearly four hundred yards in length, with- 
out outworks. They have an ordinary 
rampart and parapet, eniirely open oyer- 
head, with a scarp wall about thirty-three 
feethigh. The ditches have a simple slope 
of earth for counterscarps; and in their 
front a glacis leaving a wide berm on the 
surface of the ground between it and the 
ditch. The object of this simple fortified 
line is to secure the city from an_escalade 
by open assault. The fortified line com- 
mencing at the point where the Seine 
enters Paris, and where the numbering of 
the bastions begins, running from one to 
ninety, runs first northeast about a mile ; 
then it turns a little to the west of north, 
for about three miles ; it then makes a slight 
bend westerly and northerly for about one 
mile and a half ; from this, its most north- 
erly point, it turns somewhat to the south 
of west for three miles; thence, for two 
miles farther, its course is southwest; 
thence, for somewhat over three miles, it 
runs a little to the west of south, where it 
nearly reaches its most southerly point ; 
from this, for four miles and ahalf, it :uns 
alittle to the south of east, and finally, 
for about one mile and a half, runs north- 
east to the stariing point on the Seine— 
thus making the entire length of the line, 
estimating by straight lines from point to 
point, about twenty miles. 

In connection with the unbroken line, 
there is a system of detached forts and re- 
doubts, some of a permanent and some of a 
temporary character. Commencing on the 
north, there are the three forts covering St. 
Denis ; the Doublé Crown du Nord in the 
centre ; Fort de la Briche, fourteen hun- 
dred yards west,and Fort de l'Est, two 
thousand yards east. Next comes Fort d’- 
Auberville, two miles south-east of Fort de 
l'Est ; Fort de Romainville, two miles 
south-east of Fort Aubervilliers ; Fort 
de Noisy, about one mile east of Fort de 
Romainville ; Fort de Rosny, one mile 
and a-half southwest of Fort de Noisy ; 
Fort de Nogent, two miles nearly south of 
Fort de Rosny ; Chateau de Vincennes, 
two miles nearly west of Fort de Nogent ; 
Fort de Charenton, two miles and a-half 
south of Vincennes ; Fort d'Ivry, two 
miles southwest of Charerton ; Fort de 
Bicetre, one mile and a-half west of Fort 
d'Iyry ; Fort de Montronze, one mile and 
a half west of Fort de Bicetre ; Fort de 
Vanye, one mile and three-quarters west of 
Fort Montronze ; Fort d’Issy, one mile 
west of Fort ce Vanve ; and lastly Fortress 
du Mont Valerien, five miles nearly north 
of Fort d'Issy. From this last work to the 
forts at St. Denis the disthnce is about 8 
miles, without any permanent intervening 
works. Besides these forts, which are bas- 
tioned pentagons or squares, there are 
works or redoubts, as Redoute de Faisan- 
derie, and Redoute de Grayelle, about one 
mile and three quarters southwest of Fort 
de Nogent, and which close the neck of the 
loop about, about 1,000 yards wide, formed 
bya bendin the Marne atthis point. The 
unbroken fortified line extends beyond the 
old bouleuards of the city, a distance very- 
ing from half amile to over one mile and a 
half. All of the detached forts are without 
casements for artillery, but have bombproof 
shelters. The largest, whichis Fort du Mont 
Valerien, is a bastioned pentagon, with 
bomb proofs for its garrison, These prom- 
inent defences, which are estimated to force 
anenemy toa regular siege, to last some 
time, form the supporss for a system of 
temporary works, to cover the space 
between them and the army watching its 
opportunities for offensive movements, 
which may occupy the zone between the de- 
tached forts and the unbroken line to the 
rear. 


With this grand system of defences for 
their capital, the French naturally feel that 
they have little or nothing to fear from an 
invading army, Certainly they have reason 
so to regard it, provided that the conditions 
ofa defence, such asis expected in a case 
like this, are fiulfilled; which are, a guffi- 
ciently ample and disciplined army; an 
armament correspondent to the great im- 
provement of agai up to the present 
moment; and a fall supply of provisions and 
munitions of war. This isthe purely mili- 
tary ated of the situavion, But the more 
controlling one is the morale of the pupula- 
tion of Paris. The fanatical element, the 
one that is ready for any sacrifice, the work- 
ing class, may be depended upon to endure 
all the horrors of a siege; not so the other 
classes, of the population, who dread the 
working class even more than a foreign foo, 
Paris is a city of shopkeepers, and it is not 
from such a class of the population, nor 
from the rentiers, and other classes above 
this, living in ease, comfort, and even lux- 
ury, that privations, however slight, are to 
be looked for. 


The task bofore thom, of a besieging army, 
is no small one, however slight and short 
the resistance offered. ‘To say nothing of 
the transportation of a suitable siege train 


servation will be necessary to ward off at- 
tacks onthe mostassailable points of the 
besieging army, besides heavy detachments 
to keep the lines of communication free 
from diwage! 


‘The lines of approach of Prassians upon

“Tf England isnot so much asserted, 
therefore, in European politics as formerly, 
it is for two reasons : First, England per-* 
ceives that continental Europe is gradually 
Progressing ; gradually removing the 
Weights of old, unjust treaties ; and the dif- 
ferent nationalities manifesting capacity to 

_ take care of themselyes. Secondly, Eng- 
land is in the midst of a peaceful revolu- 
tion herself, to direct which toward the 
proper gaol requires all the wisdom and 
statesmanship that Providence eyer gives to 
one people. The reforms that have been 
successfulin England within the last cen- 
tury amount to much more than the results 
of an ordinary armed revolution. The 
House of Commons has been twice reform- 
ed ; political and civil franchises haye been 
enlarged ; the aristocratic branch of the 
government has been reduced to a figure- 
head ; the monarchical branch of the go- 
vernment has been reduced to an expensive 
ornament ; disestablishment has prevailed; 
the principle of democracy has been recog- 
nized; the lawful cuslayement of married 
women has been abolished. These and 
other great facts show that in reality Eng- 
land has been all the time progressing, and 
ix now progressing. And one great reason 
of her real progress no doubt is that, in- 
stead of wasting her statesmanship on the 

affairs of other nations, she uses it, wisely 
and well, upon her own. The story of her 
decadence is fiction or afraud. Except 
in respect to a standing army, England is 
by odds the greatest, as she is the most

Now that the Imperial troops have been 
remoyed from all stations in Canada with 
the exception of Quebec and Halifax, the 
question arises how are the abandoned for- 
tresses to be looked after at all? At King- 
ston there is Fort Henry, and at Prescott 
Fort Wellington, both of them important

ing army they diminish its effective 
strength, and so far contribute to the safety 
of the country where they are situated. 
We are'therefore inclined to believe that 
it would be wise to maintain the forts that 
now exist in Canada, and which have been 
abandoned by the Imperial authorities. 

The point to be considered is how this 
may be best and most economically done. 
We have noticed that in calling out the 
Active Militia for drill the Brigade of Gar- 
rison Artillery have not keen summoned ; 
and this leads us to believe the government 
contemplate using them for garrisoning the 
abandoned fortresses. If this has not been 
considered, we would urge it upon the at- 
tention of our authorities. We have in 
Ottawa six batteries elsewhere. Instead of 
placing these troops under canvas for their 
annual drill, we would suggest that they 
should be employed to garrison the forts 
at Kingston and Prescott, one company or 
battery at atime in rotation. They could 
thus, withoutmuch extra expense, put in 
their annual drill, and look after the forts, 
One company would suffice for this duty, 
and taken in rotation, the service could be 
performed without much extra charge to 
the country. We would strongly urge up- 
on the attention of the government this 
measure, which seems alike consonant with 
policy and economy.—Oitawa Citizan

WHY HE FLED, 

These assurances had been given him by 
Bishop Tache, on behalf of Governor Archi- 
bald and the Canadian Government; but at 
daylight on Tuesday, the 26th of August, | 
word was broughtinto him that as the troops 
were advancing up the Red River from the 
Stone Fort, they were making prisoners of 
every body passing through their lines; that 
they were advancing in fighting array, cap- 
turing horses,en i mounting them with rifle- | 
men; that they had their artillery ready, 
and had made every preparation for battle. 

He at once saw that he had been deceived, 
and that these warlike demonstrations in a 
country with no enemy infront, the prepar- 
ations for battle, where all resistance had 
previously been disarmed by pacific protes- 
tations, had a hostile purpose; that it wasa 
treacherous ambuscade, of which the Pro- 
visional Government were to be the victims. 

WHERE HE FLED, 


After a hasty breakfast, Riel, O'Dono- 
ghue, and Lepine, and a few friends, took 
horse and fled—the two former going to 
Scratching River, where they separated. 
O’Donohue going to Pembino; and Riel to 
St. Joseph, on American territory, while 
Lepine sought refuge in the settlements 
west of Fort Garry. 

The Nation says, that since the arrival of 
the troops, everybody is full of business, 
and the mechanics are all busy engaged. — 
Immigrants are arriving from Canada al- 
most daily, and the great want now is 
buildings and house accommodation.

Mr. Thomas, correspondent of a Canadian

Our informant, who isa friend of Riel, 
speaks strongly against the bullying of 
Riel’s friends by the Canadian volunteers, 
most of whom are Orangemen, and says 
dissatisfaction toward the Government ex- 
ists everywhere ; and, he hopes that on the 
arrival of the new Governor, they will be 
brought within decent control. 

This gentleman met O'Donoghue and some 
others armed, near Pembina, returning into 
the Red River country.

The Needle Gun at Work. 

A correspondent of the Carlsruhe Zeitung 
gives an incident : 

In a hop plantation lay a company of the 
95th Regiment, and some pioneers of the 
11th Battalion, the latter armed with the 
short-barrelled needle gun. The lieutenant 
commander of those last was described to 
me as a man of doubtless bravery and cool- 
ness, and some of his men told me with ad- 
miration how, shortly before, they had to 
cross an unsheltered tract under a hail of 
bullets, and as they inyoluntarily ran, 
crouching and ducking down, he stalked 
along majestically and bold, upright. To 
these troops, covered by the hops and tree- 
trunks, presently approached, in gentle 
trot, a splendid and perfectly fresh regiment 
of Cuirassiers. Until within a distance of 
fifty paces, when the French word of com- 
mand to push forward was called out, our 
men held the French to be Bavarians. No 
urther doubt was possible, and for the mo- 
ment our position seemed a fearful one—it 
looked like madness to withstand these 
masses of cavalry, charging with uplifted 
eabres,—fine, stately, and, for the most 
part, gigantic figures for a few infantry to 
withstand ; and so our fellows turned to 
the right-about to retire as fast as possible. 
But our pioneer lieutenant stood firm and 
cred out: ‘‘Children, are you going to leave 
me here alone?’ And his brave fellows 
instantly stood still, the infantry also, and 
at a few steps distance fired rapid volleys. 
The regiment was hurled away as if by an 
earth-quake, wiped out like a pencil-stroke 
with india-rubber. ‘The few who charged 
through were shot down by other troops. 
About 200, including the colonel and other 
officers, were made prisoners.”

ascreaming green parrot in it not to be 
pacified by the cajolements of iis distressed 
inistress—-pet cais in hand-baskeis scratch- 
ing and squealing to get out, making their 
temporary standing-places with evidences 
unmistakable of inward discomfort ; dogs 
in leash, looking all forlorn in the midst of 
so much confusion, but greeting master or 
mistress with a consolitary wag of the tail ; 
servants running aiter their mistresses, or 
scolding their yourzer charges ; mistresses 
hunting about bewildered afver their do- 
mestics ; a rushing to arid fro of hvrried, 
perspiring, over-zealous but ever civi! rail- 
way porters,conveying wrong luggage away 
in trucks to coaches, carriages, wheel-bor- 
rows—any vehicle, in fact, outside ; octrot 
officials renouncing in utiver despair the ex- 
amination of decidedly suspicious packages, 
and smiling even complacently at open de- 
linquencies, to the dewriment of the Muni- 
cipality of Paris ; in Jac}. a perfect babel of 
tongveés ; an agglomeravion of all that is 
incongruous, Such is a mild description of 
the spectacle presented yes-erday on the 
arrival of the trains of the suburbs or ban- 
lieu, and which is still in full vigor. Hun- 
dreds of families, thinking to saye time and — 
money, have chosen the rail as the most 
conyenient mode of removal, aud 
the several companies must receive 
credit for their extreme readiness in meet- 
ing this sad emergency. ‘Che stations of —

fact that no cessation of labor on the 
Grand Trunk occurs on Sabbath—the 
first day being filled up with all the ac- 
tivity and bustle that characterized the 
other six days of the week. Indeed it is 
said that the Sabbath is the busiest day 
on the line—that actually more trains 
pass down and up on that day than on 
any other, Whether this is true or not, 
of course, we have no means of knowing; 
but the frequency on which our attention 
is called to this matter, not only by 
Sabbatarians, but others forces the 
impression that some abatement of the 
use of the day for general traffic purposes 
might be made. As a macter of indus- 
trial economy, we are very sincere in the 
belief, that closing the line absolutely on 
the Sabbath would pay. Men would 
rest—and of all men railway men, whose 
natural repose is constantly broken in

Italy, and what was then called Middle 
conia, a strip of land running from the 
North Sea to the Mediteranean, and there 
joining Upper Italy, a broad strip of land | ¢ 
containing Hovland, Belgium, the Lorraine, | » 
the Alsace and all that part of Southern | r 
France lying between the Rhone and Saone | 
and the Alps on the east. Ludwig received 
Eastern Franconia, which was from that 
time called Germania, or Germany, and 
from which he, as Gernany’s first king was | 
called Ludwig the Geman. 
In 869 Lothaire died without heirs,after | 
he had previously become possessed also of 
his brother Carl's Kingdom of Provence, 
and it was then that Carl the Bald, King of 
France, stepped ferward to take sole pos- 
session of his nephew's kingdom,comprising 
the eastern part of modern France, and ex- | 
tending from the Meuse to the Rhine, and 
from the Rhone to the Alps, and from the 
North Sea away down to the Mediterranean, 
He was completely successful, for his nephew | 
Ludwig, the Emperor in Italy, and his | 
brother Ludwig, the King of Germany,had 
both their hands too full to claim their | 
share of the rich inheritance. | 
Carl, who was called the Bald, from his 
bald head, received Western Franconia from 
that time called Franconia, or France. 
Lothaire died in 855, and again subdivided 
his empire amongst his three sons. To the | 
oldest, Ludwig, he gave Italy and the crown 
and title of Fmperor ; to the second, Loth- 
aire, the northern part of the dominion, 
comprising ® part of modern Holland, Bel- 
gium, andthe province called up to this 
day Lorraine or Lotharingen, the Alsace, 


Saone. To the youngest, Carl, he gave all 
the land south of the Saone to the Mediter- 
ranean, wv er the title of Kingdom of Pro- 
vence. 

But a year later, in 870, just one thous- 
and years ago, suddenly a large and well- 
appointed German army crossed the Rhine, 
broxe into France, and defeated Carl the 
Bald and his armies at once, and so com- 
pletely that he was compelled to sign a 
treaty of peace in the same year (870), by 
which he ceded vo his brother Ludwig, the 
German, all the eastern part of those lands 
which he had appropriated from his nephew, 
and comprising the modern provinces of 
Alsace, astern Lorraine, and the terri- 
tories around the cities of Trier, or Treves, 
Cologne, Mastricht, and Ucrecht, down to 
the mouth of the River Rhine. $ 

The first grand fight for the Rhine pro- 
vinces on the part of France, and the Al- 
sace and Lorraine on that of Germany, 
which is, after all, if not the sole cause, 
certainly one of the principal causes of the 
present war of 1879, took place consequently 
just one thoasand years ago, in 870, and 
with the same result.

The Chamber then adjourned ‘‘sine 
die.” 
The cataract recently discovered in British 
Guinia, South America, which dwarfs, Niaga- 
ra, is composed of twa falls—one of 770 feet, 
and another of 50.

A special notice has been issued on behalf 
o2 the Royal Regiment of Artillery, stating 
that, in addition to the rates of pay for 
various grades,:he amoun's of which were 
given, eighty-six commissions are given to 
the ranks, not to speak of any sitvations 
of trust and responsibiity. The announce- 
ment was read wih evident avidity byshe 
invending recrvi*s; but, as_ a superior de- 
gree of intelligence and educa.ion is re- 
quired in the ar.illery soldier, the number 
of accepted recrujis is necessarily e’rcam- 
scribed. Good as the supply of men now 
is, the recrviting sergeants expect it to 
largely increase when the harvest is over.

The Defence of Caanda. 
(From Herepath’s Journal.) 


As to the first question, the power of the 
United States, it must be remembered that 
it is no easy matter for one country to sub- 
due another, however inferior in numbers 
the weaker country may be, provided its 
inhabitants are a manly race, determined 
upon resistance. What sortof people Ca- 
nadians are late events have clearly and 
forcibly told ; also what their intentions are 
—namely, that they do not intend to be 
absorbed by the United States. It cost the 
United States four years, asea of blood, 
and £600,000,000 sterling of treasure, to 
subdue the rebellion of the South, but it 
is very doubtful whether they would have 
been successful had England thrown in her 
sword with the South. We rejoice to think 
we did nothing so unjustifiable and wick- 
ed. The United States manfully fought for 
the integrity of their great country, and de- 
served the success which attended ‘heir 
arms, but it cost them a very host of men, 
and quite a mountain of dollars. The po- 
pulation of Canada is now fully 4,000,000, 
and it is estimated that population Canada 
is as strong as was the South when it broke 
out in rebellion against the United States, 
and Canada is even stronger for defensive 
purposes, considering the severity of her 
climate, and the depth of her winter snows. 
What chance would the Uuited States have 
against Canada, assisted by the whole force 
of great Briton? It would be difficult 
enough for the United States to successfully 
invade Canada singlehanded, but when Ca- 
nada has such a power at her back as Eng- 
land, the greatest. maratime power in the 
world, and it is believed a contest between 
England and America would be principally 
at sea, the result is plain as reason can as- 
certain it.

The Cholera on Board Ship. 


(From Col. Russell HT, Conwell

We had just entered the Red sea after 
soven day's steam from Bombay and one 
from Aden, in Arabia, and were beginni 
to think of the port when this scourge ae 
on board. A gay company wo been 
truly, with our eating, drinking, dancing, 
singing, story-telling, and ame-playing. 
Belles that would grace Bro; way or Tre- 
mont street pe up and down the deck, 
chatting and laughing as light-hearted as 
larks. Young men of England's noblest 
blood, who could count their fortunes in 
millions, strolled away the hours with 
Jokes and cigars, while old and young,mar- 
ried and single, of the various social 
grades on board, seemed to have leagued 
with the weather to make tho trip a pro-

tracted holiday, 
was one middle-aged Englishman by the 
name of Harwell, whose livel convection 
was the life of the circle and whose face 
vas amoving panorama of wit and hu- 
He was standing by the rail on the fore- 
castle deck that ere, just as ae 
Was setting ina blood-red cloud, and was 
wittily commenting upon the scorching 
winds which began to singe us from the de- 
sert shores of Arabia, when he suddenly cut 
short a story he was telling with the words 
I'm sick,” He dropped his head and 
shook for a moment as if with ague, and 
then went below. He had not been gone 
long, however, before I saw his face appear 
again above the gangway, as he slowly and 
tremblingly trod the stairs, and I turned 
toward him expecting some humorous sally 
or funny observation, but—what a change ! 
It seemed almost miraculous! His counten- 
ance was of adeathly whiteness, his eyes 
dull, sunken and expressionless, and his — 
breathing was hard and quick, like the 
gasps of a dying man. When I took hold 
of his hand to help him over the last step, 
and excitedly asked him what was the mat- 
ter, his cold~ hand shivered in mine, and 
his voice, when he groaned his reply, was 
hollow and hoarse.

Mr, J, ©, Halliday, 
of Salem, Mass,, was standing near at the 
time, and I remember his anxious face as 
he excitedly took my arm and inquired if 
we might not swim ashore, Ihopehe will 
excuse my reference to itifhe sees these 
lines, for it is not as an instance of cowar-— f 
dice but rather as one of the waverings ofa 
strong heart that I speak of it. Hispropo- 
sition for flight was less absurd than many 
made by other passengers ; and asformy- 
self, I was about to adopt Mr, Halliday’s 
suggestion when his second thought caused 
him to abandon such a foolh: attempt = 
to reach a shore, at least one hun miles — 
away.

He declared 
that the cholera was not contagious ; that 
very seldom did a ship have more than one 
case of it during a single trip, and that it 
would be caught then only by such as fear

Nothing has yet been 
done in connection with the famous twenti- 
eth section, and it is difficult to say, judging 
from the past, when the Intercolonial Bridge 
will he built.

Napoleon, the Hotel do Ville, or Municipal 
Palace, enlarged in 1837, The Palace of 
Justice, dating back to the 14th century, is 
the seat of the several courts of law, and 
within is the old prison of the Conciergerie 
in which Marie Antoinette, Danton, and 
Robespierre were confined, and where Na- 
poleon the IIL was kept for a short time 
after his fiasco at Boulogne. The chavita- 
ble institutions of Paris are among the 
most noted in the world, From 6,000 to

Paris the ancient Lutetia Parisiorum, the 
metropolis of France, is about 110 miles 
from the mouth of the Seine, and has a

surrounded by low hills, the highest being 
the east. The southern part of the city

Openine tHe Asytum.—We have been 


of 40,000 volumes. The principal ‘of the 
public libraries are l' Imperiale, which origi- 
nated in a small collection of books placed 
by Louis XT, in the Louvre ; St, Genevieve, 
founded in 1610, containing 110,000 yol- 
umés ; Hotel de Ville, with 45,000 volumes, 
The Hotel des Archives, in which the na- 
tional records are deposited, contains a 
unige collection of valuable curiosities, in- 
cluding a deed of gift by Childebert I, in 
528, of two villages to the Church of Paris; 
the state seals of France during 1,300 years, 
&c. Nocity on this side of the Alps is 
richer than Paris in fine-art collections, and 
among these the 15 museums at the Louere 
stand pre-eminent, and would require vol- 
umes for their illustration. The Hotel 
Cluny, in addition to its being in itself a 
most interesting monument of medieval 
art, contains curious relics of the arts and 
usages of the French people, from the earli- 
ost ages of their history to the renaissance 
period. The Mint deserves notice for the 
perfection of its machinery, the ingenuity 
of the processes employed in coining, and 
the museum attached to the establishment. 
The Gobelins, or tapestry manufactory, 
may be included under fine arts, as the 
productions of its looms are all manual, and 


of palaces at home, or are presented to for- 
eign sovereigns. The Bourse or Exchange, 
builtin 1808, andthe Bank of France, 
once a private palace, are both fine build- 
ings. 

Vast improvements, ag already stated, 
have been madein the city from 1853 to 
the present time. Within these recent 
years, the Boulevard de Sebastopol—open- 
up the most popnlous and most unhealthy 
district of P., a district formerly the hot- 
bed of disturdance—has been erected at 
the cost of about £3,000,000, Several cen- 
tral markets have also been constructed;

HISTORY OF THE DIPLOMATIC NEGOTIATIONS 
FOR PEACE. 

The Contitutional gives the following 
history of the late diplomatic movements ;— 
«England took the initiative, charging the 
Prussian Minister at London with certain 
propositions. The Minister transmitted 
these to the headquarters of King William. 
Some days passed without an answer, Lord 
Lyons, English Minister to France, then 
interposed, during which time the answer 
of King William reached London. The 
answer was to the effect that: Whereas, 
the great powers did not succeed in pre- 
venting France from declaring war against 
Prussia, the latter now demands her right 
to treat directly with France for peace ; but 
as France has no regular Government, 
Prussia can have no certainty that the con- 
ditions of any treaty can be filled.

The Government of 
France, or those in power, whoevere they

miseries which they themselves have 
brought upon the two nations, may 
never bo repeated, I see I am paraded 
in the columns of several journal, as having 
stated what these guarantees must bo and 
must not be, Of course these statements 
aremainly romances.

This drew such 
a flash of musketry as tumbled over some 
and staggered the others, but their comrades 
came scrambling up from the rear, when 
suddenly the first block of horse in the hol- 
low shook itself up and the line, in beauti- 
ful order,rushed up the slope. The onset 
was not to be withstood, The Prussians 
were caught en flogrant delit. Those nearest 
the ridge slipped over into the declivities 
around ; those in advance,running in vain, 
were swept away. But the impetuosity of 
the charge could notsbe stayed. Men and 
horses came tumbling down into the 
road, where they were disposed of by, the 
Prussians in the gardens, while the troopers | 
on the left of the line, who swept down the 
lane in a cloud of dust, were almost exter- | 
minated by the infantry in the village. 
There was also a regular cavaliy en- 
counter, I fancy, in the plains below, but | 
Tcannot tell at what time ; the Cuirassiers, 
| trying to cut their way out were destroyed, 
and acharge of two Prussian squadrons, 
which did not quite equal expectations, oc- 
cured. The feat of these unfortunate cay- 
aliers only cleared the plateau for a little 
time, Ina few minutes up came the spi- 
ked helmets again over the French epaule- 
ment, crossing their sabred comrades, and, 
therefore, all alive to the danger of cavalry. 
| They advanced in closer order, but still 
| skirmishing, and one long, black parallel- 
| egram was maintained to rally on. As the 
skirmishers got to the ridge they began to 
fire but the French in the second line of 
epaulement soon drove them back by a 
rattling fusilade. The French rushed out 
of the epaulement in pursvit, still firing. 
At the same moment a splendid charge was 
executed on the Prussians, before which 
the skirmishers rallied, on what seemed to 
me to be still along parallelogram, They 
did not form square. Some Prussians too 
faron were sabred. The troopers brilliant- 
ly led, went right onwards in a cloud of 
dust, but when they were within a couple 
of hundred yards of the Prussians one sim- 
ultaneous volley burst out of the black 
front and flank, which enveloped all in 
smoke, They were steady soldiers who 
pulled trigger there. Down came horse 
and man ; the array was utterly ruined. 
There was left in front of that deadly in- 
fantry but a heap of white and gray horses 
—a terrace of dead and dying and dismoun- 
ted men, and flying troopers, who tumbled 
at every instant. More total dissipation of 
a bright pageantry could not be. There 
was another such scene yet to come. I 
could scarce keep the field-glass to my 
eyes as the second and last body of caval- 
ry—which was composed of light horses 
also—came thundering up out of the hol- 
low. They were notso bold as the men 
on the white horses, who fell, many of 
them, at the very line of bayonets. "The

There remained of it two 
scraps of sl:ineach as large as your hand, 
and on one was his moustache and the end 
of his nose and on the other a patch of the 
hair of his head. Another had been struck 
in the centre of his body, and almost cut in 
two. The shoulders and head were lef., 
the hairy knapsack and red cap sill cling- 
ing to them, and below the bloody mags his 
coarse shoes and white gaiters were visible ; 
his face was in the dusi, Another French 
soldier had been 


DISEMBOWELLED 


by a fragment of shell and the fatal missile 
had torn open his pantaloons pocket,show- 
ing a large piece of hard bread and a bit cf 
meat. A tall Prussian, dead, was at full 
length on his back, his head half hiding his 
swollen face—the eagle which adorned it, 
with the legend ‘For King and Fatherland,’ 
and the buckle of his tilt showing in con- 
spicuous letters “‘God with us.” On the 
north side of the road was a slender little 
French soldier lying on his face, his gun in 
his hands. He had been killed as he was 
making ready to fire, and had crouched in 
the collapse of death like a pitiful little ani- 
mal.

At his side was a larger man, through 
whose naked head a ghastly turrow had 
been sloughed, and from it the torn brains 
issued. His Chassepot was clutched in his

was a French colone', not disfigvred at all 
by his death wound. I think he bad not 
met his death instantly, but had been 
struck in the thigh and died from loss of 
blood. He had, it seemed, attempted to 
do something to stop the flow of blood, 
and finding it vain, had composed himse'f 
for death. 


A NEAT CORPSE, 


He was as neat a corpse as over you saw, 
His spurs was stil! on his heels, his kepi on 
his head, his hands by hisa'de, His clothes 
had been opened about his breast by some 
one in search of valuables, I suppose, and 
there were ar-icles sca..ered abort showing 
that he had been careful in camp to be neat. 
Among them were a tooth brush and a box 
of tooth powder. ‘Ihe dust from the Paris 
road had powdered him, His features were 
not swollen or distorted, but clear and co- 
lorless, and his friends would have recog- 
nized him quickly as in life.

The Private Soldier's Story 

The feelings and experiences of the pri- 
vate soldier are always interesting, but are 
not frequently given to the public. The 
following extract from a letter which has 
been received in Manchester, from a young 
German soldier at the battle of Woerth, 
gives a closer view of actual fighting than 
most descriptions. The writer was called 
upon to join his regiment four days before 
the day fixed for his marriage. “He says : 
~The battle commenced just after dinner, 
and our regiment of foot went forward with 
a courage I have never,seen the like. ‘Three 
times the hills had been occupied by our 
troops; three times we lost them. The 
French batteries sent their heavy balls in 
our lines,and lots of soldiers fell” down be- 
fore reaching the hills. At six o'clock in 
the evening our troops took the hills for a 
fourth time, and that moment our regiment 
‘ot orders toadyance. No one kept back. 
he cannon balls and the gunshots went 
through our lines, and many a poor fellow 
fell down on my right and left hand sides, 


We did not care for that the least. Sing- 
ing, and with the music of the regiment 
playing behind us,we went forward. I had 
een spared until now, not the slighest 
wound had x got, but in the next moment 
1 went through my horse 

with one leg and could not move, the foot 
being still in the stirrup, The pain was 
great. The troops following all went over 
me, put no one touched me. Amongst the 
last soldiers a lieutenont saw my dangerous 
position. He addressed a few words to his 
soldiers to advance, promising in a 
few minutes to be with them, and then 
went down and delivered me out of my 
grave. The next moment I had caught an- 
other horse,and galloping we wentforwardas 
puiciay as we could. My other horse had 
the same fate as the first one ; when coming 
into reach of the cannon balls it was killed, 
myself still unwounded. This time I was 
luckier, I left my horse before it fell, and 


after having tried seyeral times to get an- | 


other horse, I succeeded, and went forward 
again, The battle was won, ard our regi- 
ment got orders to pursue the enemy. A 
regiment of Turcos came in sight, but be- 
fore being able to make them prisoners they 
ri down their weapons, crying pardon,— 
Ve rode nearer and nearer, and were just 
about to surround them, myself in the first 
line, when they all took their guns and gave 
fire. One ball out of three killed a rider. 
I got two shots, one in my right shoulder 
and the other in the left leg. ‘The murder- 
ing scone that followed is not to be describ- 
ed, No pardon was given any more; we 
rode down and killed with our swords what- 
ever wo could reach. Two hundred 'Turcos 
out of 800 were killed in half an hour's 
time, and the ground was covered with dead 
and dying men. In fact these blackguards 
do not deserve pardon. With my own eyes 
Thave seen a duis cut the ears and the 
tongue of a wounded Bayarian soldier, Al- 
though wounded myself, I had still power 
enough to kill that rascal. The following 
night was a bad one for me, My wounds 
ached aay and no surgeon was to be 
ven, #0 Idid the best I could under the 
circumstances. I bound some linen I had 
got with me raund the wounds to stop the 
blood, and, that being done, Isoon fell 
asleep. The next morning whon I awoke a 
surgeon was with me, He put other linen 
round me wounds, and a carriage took me 
back to Weissenbourg! from there I was 
brought to Saarbruck, together with 120 
other wounded soldiers, We remained in 
Saarbruck for one day, and those men 
whose wounds were too dangerous were sent

THE REDS AROUSED. 


RUSSIA VERSUS TURKEY, 
Berlin, Sept. 24, 
Toul was captured by the Prussians at 
sunset on Friday. 
London, Sept. 24. 
A despatch from Fernere, near Paris, 
dated 10 a.m., states, that this morning 
rifle firing and canonading was heard going 
on in the street of Paris. 
"On the 21st it was distinctly observed 
from the heights that a conflict was in pro- 
gress, but nothing could be learned in the 
way of detail concerning the parties en- 


gaged. 
A correspondent letter just received 


which left Paris on the night of the 20th, 
brings eight hour’s later advices than pre- 
viously received. It confirms the rumor 
previously expressed of another revolution 
in Paris; this time in the interest of the 
treme radical party known as the Reds, 
There is great danger of a revolutionary out- 
break, involving another change of Goyern- 
ment. The Reds are furious against the 
present leaders and express themselves 
eager for place and power. They have been 
thoroughly organized and evince a 
disposition to siege Hotel De Ville as an 
initialjstep of their rebellious programme- 
Resistance to these plans would be diffi- 
cult. It is impossible to say what would 
be the effect of thus obtaining control of the 
government ; but the people dread pillage 
and assassination. Anarmistice now would 
save the lives and property of thousands of 
citizens. People of the more peaceful or- 
der dread the Prussians far less than the 
desperate ruftians.

Tours, Sept. 24. 
The Ministry to-day makes public the 
following : Bismarck demands as prelimin- 
aries and conditions of peace, that all fort- 
resess inthe Provinces of Alsace and Lor- 
raine be delivered over to Prussia, as well 
as Fort Du Mont Valrien, at the walls of 
Paris.

British manufactured blankets long ob- 
tained a steady sale in Canada, at high 
prices, and the trade becanie greatly priz- 
ed by the English Companies. Under the 
impression that as good blankets could be 
made in Canada for less money, a Com- 

pany was formed in Cornwall, and their 
goods were placed on the market, and 
almost immediataly commanded such at- 
tention,and metsuch fayor,that the English 
made goods were not ordered us formerly. 
To the English House this was very 
annoying, and to their lasting disgrace be 
it said, they scrupled not to affix to their 
goods the Label of the Canadian Com- 
pany, and for some time succeeded in 
supplying old customers, through whole- 
sale dealers, on this false pretence. The 
consequence was that the Cornwall Com- 
pany was compelled to insert, at consider- 
ableexpensetothemselvesin the local jour- 
nals of the country, advertisements, cau- 
tioning Canadian merchants against this 
cheat, and to repeat them year after year. 
Now, what is important to the public in 
this little history is the fact that in Cana- 
da a competition is possible even in the 
line of manufactures that excites 
the envy of British manufacturers ; 
that the raw material of Canada is more 
important to the manufacturer than the 
cheap labor, superior machinery and more 
easy money market of England ; that

Is it not 
better to import skilled laborers into 
Canada who will eat our butter, cheese, 
eggs, flour, and garden produce, and sup- 
ply, at the same time, our people with, 
goods, and employ Canadian capital, than 
to export the food and raw material of 
the country by an expensive process, and 
import an inferior article of manufac- 
tures, this to be repeated year after year 
so long as the skilled laborer lives. Is 
it not better to induce to our shores a 
sufficient population to consume our sur- 
plus cereals, convert our raw material, 
employ our capital, and build up our 
towhs find cities, than export these com- 
modities and import the goods that 
could be made as well at home. The 
question, from a local and somewhat 
selfish point of view, can elicit but one 
reply. All things being equal, we could 
do this under free trade ; but as in com- 
petition with England, with its cheap 
labor, low money market, great coal 
tields and excessive commercial advan- 
tiges of other kinds, this may not now 
be done without protection, and we have 
no hesitance in consenting, with a con- 
temporary, that the present tariff ig not 
sufficient to that end. It ig flattering to 
Canada that her wares are worthy of bo- 
ing counterfeited.

‘The 
Prussian army, as soon as they take pos 
sessionjofa French territory, regularly call 
for contributions of horses and provisions 
yet nothing is heard of any Prussian sea- 
port town being Jaid under contribution, 
by the French fleet. In fact the whole 
actions and the history of her navy since 
the war was declared may be summed up 
in this hackneyed expression “ masterly 
inactivity.” 

Perhaps the internal economy of the 
navy of France, like that of her army, is 
in a wretched state, and her 70,000 sea- 
_ men with perfect equipments may 

have existed only on the paper returns 
made by the naval commanders, or it 
may be that the torpedoes which the 
Prussians have placed in every harbour 
are an effective barrier to the hostile 
fleet. The French sailor cannot have the 
proper amuunt of daring, for wehear of 
no vessel thrown in mid air by an ex- 
ploding torpedo, which certainly would 
have happened if a British fleet had this 
length of time lain near the coast of a 
hostile country whose harbours had been 
guarded by these submerged volcanoes or 
their cannon balls had thundered for ad- 
mission on tho walls of their citadels. 

The French sailors are taken undis- 
criminately from the conscripta for the 
army, and many, of them have never seen 
4 vessel until they are drafted on board a 


man-of-war. Unaccustomed tothis kind of 


life they dread the confinement on the 
vessel and the rolling billow, more than 
thefoe, They do not possess that love 
for the ocean's roar, and that careless

A shipbuilder writes to ‘The London 
Times” that the bulk of the English fleet is 
little better than the painted fortifications 
of the Chinese. He suggest that by the 
conversion of the largest of the weak iron- 
clads into low,freeboarded turret-ships, the 
Government would at a minimnm expendi- 
ture attain to a maximum of naval strength 
in the least possible time, and so aveid 
the danger of trusting the safety of the 
country to the dglusive protection of 44 
inch plated iron-clads, . 


When the first company of French prison- 
ers was hourly expected in Berlin, the 
Chief of Police, Herr Von Wurmb, caused 
the following appeal to be placarded 
throughout the city ; ‘‘ Our first prisoners 
of war will arrive this evening ; and to 
save them the mortification of a public 
entry, they will be brought to their final 
destination in a roundabout way, through 
the outskirts of the city. While we hope 
that it wi!’ not be in the power of the peo- 
ple of Paris to behold « similar spectacle, 
all true citizens of Berlin will take a pride 
in showing by a polite and dignified bearing 
on this occasion that they know how to 
treat prisoners of war. 


Sir John Young, the Governor General 
of Canada, as was announced on Saturday, 
has been raised to the peerage under the 
title of Baron Lisgan. The high mark of 
distinction is no loss a compliment to Sir 
John than to Canada, His Excellency has 
performed good service to the Empire since 
1831 as, member of Parliament for the 
county of Cavan, in the Conservative inter- 
est. Ho was a Lord of tho Treasury from 
1841 till 1844 ; Secretary of tho 
from 1844 to 1846; Chiof Secretary for 
Ireland from 1852 till 1865; and Lord 
High Commissioner of the Ionian Islands 
from 1855 till 1859. In 1860 he was appoint- 
ed Governor of New South Wales, and in 
1868 Govornor-General of Canada. 


‘Treasury 


The By-Law granting a bonus to the 
Grand Junction Railway was read a second 
time, and Mr. Kelso moyed that the pro- 
per notice be given in the different papers 
in town, calling for a vote of the people on 
the same.

Mr. Kelso said that the least they could 
do would be to build the walk out to the 
Asylum. 

Mr. Vandusen said the Township of Sid- 
ney would furnish the walk if they build it 
to the end of the corporation line. 

Motion carried. 

Mr. Flint said he had to bring before the 
notice of the Council, a matter that was of 
great interest not only to the Town but also 
the country ; and that was the employment 
of prisoners confined in the common gaol. 
He said that a great many young men 
were confined there, who done nothing 
but idle their time away, getting lazy and 
fat at the expense of the corporation, who 
could be employed at picking okum or 
breaking stone. He had written to the 
Warden of the County on the subject, who 
was willing to do all he could towards the 
employment of them, and the Sheriff ex- 
pressed his willingness to oversee the work 
if the stone was furnished them. In sey- 
eral other places criminals were employed at 
breaking stone on the road, with ball and 
chain attached to their legs, and it was 
found that wherever this was done that 
crime decreased. He did not know whe- 
ther this could be done here, but they 
would not be doing their duty if they did 
not see that this matter was attended to. 

Mr, Holden said that they would have 
to memoralize the government to allow the 
employment of criminals on public works, 
but he might offer some suggestions at tho 
next meeting of the Council. 

Several other gentlemen expressed them- 
selves favorably on the subject. 

The Mayor stated that a meeting of the 
Cemetery Committee was called to be held 
to-night, but as the Committee of arrange- 
ment for the opening of the Asylum was to 
be held on the same night, he would have 
the Cemetery meeting postponed until 
Wednesday evening. 

Mr. Kelso said nothing definite was dono 
about the opening of the Asylum, but that 
the committee would meet on Tuesday oy- 
oving, and final arrangements made, but he 
said that the County Committee agreed to 
pay half the expenses of the samo,

The fDowing extracts from a letter writ 
ten Wy 4 lady resident at Cassel toa relative 
noar Leeds, and published by the London 
papers of Sept. 7, possesses interest at the 
present moment; ** Cassel is a very pretty 
town, and the outskirts are really beautiful. 
Pron of the promenades here, called 
Bellovue, there-is a splendid view of the 
surrounding country—high mountains, 
valleys, and pretty liitle villliges dotted all 
over, and close at our feot the River Fulda,” 
‘On Wednesday wo were at a pic-nic at 
Wilholmshohe, a beautiful place an hour's 
walk from Cassel. It was formerly a Sum 
mer residence of the Elector, but, of course, 
now belongs to the King of Prussia. The 
grounds are beautifully laid out, and tho 
conservatory is perfectly magnificent. There 
is an old castle in one part of the grounds- 
just like what one reads about. You cross 
over a drawbridge to got into the court-yard, 
and there is a moat round the outside of the 
castle ; but it is mpty now, of course, As 
the wholo place is on the hills, the views 
are iepleadi and ontho higher summit 
thore is a temple of stone with a figure of 
Hercules on the top. The road to it from 
Cassel is lined on both sides with beautiful 
trees, and in Summer, when the leaves are 
out, the road is almost dark. There isa 
concert at Wilhelmshohe every Sunday 
afternoon, 1t is quite an amusement for us 
watching people go—some in carriages, but 
a good many on foot, At Wilhelmshohe 
there are some splendid fountains, but as 
they only play on Sundays we havn't much 
chance of seeing them.”

The French Emperor's Correspon- 
dence. 


M. Gambetta has made an announcement 
which will excite a good deal of curiosity,and 
in some quarters uneasiness. It is inthese 
terms ; 

“'The voluminous correspondence of the 
Imperial family with numerous contempo- 
rary personages has been seized on the 
frontier, through the vigilance of the Per- 
fect of Police. This correspondence belongs 
to history. The Minister of the Interior 
consequently appoints, as a commission, 
with directions to collect, classify and pre- 
pare for publication these curious docu- 
ments ; MM. de Keratry, Perfect of Police; 
A, Layerlaujon, Vice President ; Estance- 
lin, Ex-Deputy ; Guyneur and Ex-Deputy 
A. Gochat.” The Viyie, of Di@ppe, gives 
the particulars of the seizure. On Sunday 
morning a rumor ran through the town that 
the Princess Mathilde had arrived with 
trunks containing said 4,000,000, others 
50,000,000 of francs. The truth was, that 
by the morning train, two persons, one 
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wearing a decoration, had arrived with two 
trunks, bearing the seal of the then Minis- 
ter of the Interior; M. Chevreau, and ad- 
dressed to the French ambassador in Lon- 
don. The crowd, soon informed ofthis, col- 
tected in front of the London Hotel and 
demanded that thetrunkss hould be inspect- 
ed, The police came up, and asked the 
travellers what the tranks contained. They 
replied that they were full of diplomatic 
documents of the highest importance, which 
were to be sent to England lest they should 
fall into the hands of the Prussians. The 
Police Commissary, as a further security, 
placed his seal on them, and intrusted them 
to the Gardes Mobiles. The crowd con- 
tinued for some time before the hotel. A 
telegram. was sent to M. Cheyreau to ask 
what was to be done, His answer was that 
the trunks should be allowed to proced to 
England. The crowd, however, opposed 
their remoyal, and invested the hotel, as it 
were, the whole evening, while other per- 
sonsimpatiently waited before the telegraph 
office At length despatch arrived announc- 
ing the proclamation of the Republic and 
this was loudly cheered. M. Gambetta 
was then telegraphed to, and he directed 
that the trunks ‘should be sent back to 
Paris. This was done the next day, though 
the inhabitants would fain have first ascer- 
tained the contents. M. Gambetta inform- 
ed M, Miege, who took charge of them en- 
route, that the trunks contained papers of 
the utmost delicacy, and that their deten- 
tion at Dieppe was a very proper step. 
Subsequently two persons arrived at Dieppe 
with a sealed waggon, which they proposed 
to send off to Newhaven, and to the open- 
ing of which by the Custom house officials 
they strongly objected. This was also stop- 
ped and sent back to Paris,

The War Minister of Prussia publishes 
special lists of the Germans wounded dur- 
ing the present war, which lists, of course, 
are recopied by most papers. Still, the 
curiosity of the people is naturally so great 
that most of them do not wait for these re- 
issues, It is stated that there are at pre- 
sent over 50,000 subscribers to the original 
list, and the number is daily increasing. 
Beside the lists thus sold, large numbers 
are sent away free by the authorities, 


The war feeling is so high in Berlin that 
recently a landlord came near being mob- 
bed for demanding his rent, a8 usual, in 
advance, of aman who had just been de- 
tailed for duty in the reserve. He display- 
edupon the outside of his house a placard 
bearing the inscriptions ; ‘‘ The man may 
stay !” and “ No advance shall be demand- 
ed of my tenants.” Evon after this the 
military were hardly able to protect the 
building from the excited crowd.

Shall henceforth wash your river Rhine, 
in point of merit was eclipsed by the 
effusions of excited letter wmters who 
painted in prophetic verse the conflict of 
arms as the jaunty French forces gather- 
ed on its banks and advanced’ in review 
order upon the glittering steel of the Ger- 
man legions. This has all been changed 
by Prussian prowess, as well as many 
other matters of fact and fiction brilliant- 
ly pictured in the future, so that Cole- 
ridge was not the only aspirant for fame 
whose bubble has been burst by Bismarck 
and old Von Moltke.

LOSS OF THE CAPTAIN. 


STATEMENT OF MR. JAMES MAY® 


" Mr. James May, gunner, second class, 
states that he was awoke about 120’clock on 
the night of the 6th by some marines mak- 
ing a noise outside his cabin, and, finding 
the ee more than usually unsteady, he 
dressed himself to go on deck and see if the 
guns were all right in the turrets. In pass- 
ing the engineer's bath-room he exchanged 
aremark with the engineer officer who had 
come off the first watch, and thus he is cer- 
tain as toits being just past 12 o'clock, 
When he got up into the after turret, the 
ship gave a heavy roll to starboard, and 
continued in that position, gradually heel- 
ing over more and more, until he found the 
water coming into the port hole on the top 
of the turret through which he crawled, and 
then found himself overboard. He how- 
ever, succeeded, with five others, including 
Capt. Burgoyne, in reaching the steam- 
pinnace, which was floating bottom upper- 
most, and observing the launch passing 
within afew yards of then, he cried out, 
‘ Now, jump, men; thisis youronly chance.” 
He and three others did so, and succeeded | 
in getting into the boat. ‘They in vain en- 
ored toregain the pinnace, to save 
their Oaptain, but the sea running 80 very 
high prevented them from fulfilling their 
task, and in the attempt they were struck 
by a heavy sea, nearly swamping the boat, 
and washing one man (George Meyers) 
overboard. It was then determined to let 
the boat run before the sea, as the land was 
known to be to leeward of them, About 2 
o'clock they sighted the light on Cape Fin- 
isterro, and afterward observed land, They 
made forit, and succeeded in landing, 
about noon of the 7th, at Finisterre, and 
at 4 o'clock, after making all necessary in- 
quiries and drying their clothes, proceeded 
to Cercubion, where they found the Vice- 
Consul, who telegraphed and sent the news 
of the sad disaster through Corunna to Eng- 
land. The Monarch's boats picked them 
up. 


STATEMENT OF JAMES ELLIS, 


James Ellis, the Gunner's Mate, statos : 
I was awoke just before 12 o'clock by 
the ship making a heavy lurch to star- 
board, but she presently righted again ; 
the middle watch, to which I belonged, 
was then called, and I wonton deck. 
While the watch was being mustered, Capt. 
Burgoyne called me on the bridge and Ae: 
sired me to take a steady and trustworthy 
man with me, and put the iron covers on 
the turrets, and report to him when it was 
done, Ithen heard him ask how much 
the ship was ‘‘ heeling.” I did not hear 
the reply, but afterwards heard that it was 
18 (it was generally only 8), Capt. Bur. 
goyne then gave tho order to lower tho 
foretopsail, and clap plenty of hands on 
the‘ down haul.” Directly after he gave 
the order to lower the maintopsMil, but the 
yard being braced sharp up the yard did 
did not come down, whereupon Capt. Bur- 
foyne ordered the lee top-sail sheets to be 
et go. These orders were all rapidly given 
while I was preparing to cover the fore tur- 
rot. Icalled James Frost, A. B., to como 
with moe, but I never saw him afterward. 
I walked forward in the. weather gangway, 
and, finding a lower sail on the turret gra- 
ting to windward, went round to leeward 
of the three foremost boom boats, stowed 
inside of cach other, and endeavoured to 
lift off tho grating. While doing so, the 
ship gavo a tromondous heavy lurch, throw- 
ing hor quiet on her boam-onds, the water 
coming over tho sea nettings, and up 
through the iron grating which I was on- 
deavouring to lift. I thought thon that the 
ship must be sinking, ret holding on to 
the gratings folt the boom boats graze m:

Confederation, like our Mother 
Earth, was born of Chaos, a chaos of political 
parties which seem scarcely yet to have sub- 
sided into their normal order ; so soon as they 
do the reign of party government must again 
assert itself, whether it be a Liberal Ministry 
with her Majesty's Loyal Opp ition to watch 
them, or a Conservative Ministry with an 
equally Opposition to watch them! It shall 
be our aim that in such or any other crisis the 
Liberal Party here shall not be wanting in an 
organ to express their views and advocate their 
claims. 

That which distinguishes British Institutions 
from Absolutism on the one hand and Repub- 
licanism on the other—Responsible Govern- 
ment—was secured for Canada by the labors of 
this party, and it shall ever be our effort to 
perpetuate and Consolidate British Connection 
with this country. 

Upon the TEMPERANCE and every other 

uestion which aspires after the well being of 
the community at large, THE ONTARIO will 
give no uncertain sound. Whatever may tend 
to the building up of Belleville and the Bay 
Counties is material wealth or in those better 
riches—moral worth, will always receive sin- 
cere and earnest advocacy in its columns. 

As for the rest and speaking more imme- 
diately of ourselves, we hope in our intercourse 
with our brethern of the Press ‘to live, so far 
as within us lies, peaceably with all men,” Tn 
the controversies and differences of opinion 
which always must arise among freemen we 
shall try never to forget what gentlemen owe 
to one another, to themselves and to their 
readers.
